The late crop, howev­ 
er, would be cut short in the event 
of an early frost, it was stated. 
Federal reports declare farm la­ 
bor Is plentiful and comparatively 
cheap.

Pastures were revived by recent 
rains and are ‘holding up well." Va

Hay is in fair condition, Much of

Plowing for fall wheat 
is pro­ 
gressing where moisture conditions 
are favorable and some discing has 
been done. Drying of the sail, how 
ever, makes large amounts of -disc­ 
ing vet necessary in many sections 
the bulletin stated. Some sowing is 
reported. 
“Corn is being harvested and the 
yield is turning out light" says the 
buletin.

MILITARY RULE.* 


Led on by a bunch of unwise advisors Governor Walton 
has taken another very momentous step by putting the state j 
under martial law, something heretofore unheard of in Am­ 
erican history, so far as we are aware. Such a step is tanta-1 
mount to declaring him the military dictator of the state and 
his defiance of the express provisions of the constitution in | 
attempting to suspend the writ of habeas corpus and censor; 
the press are things that no one thought could happen in the 
^United States in the twentieth century. 
Tho governor is right in insisling that floggings be stop­ 
ped. There is no more justification for this than for any other 
form of lawlessness, but we have always believed that this 
could be done through the attorney generaTs office, if local 
officials refused to act, and that ouster proceedings should 
be instituted against officials derelict in their duty. A grand 
jury in conjunction with the attorney general proved effective 
at Anardarko in indicting alleged floggers and we believe it 
could have been handled the same way in other localities. 
The governor would have more support in his campaign 
for law enforcement were it not for his record in issuing par­ 
dons and paroles to many of the worst criminals in the state. 
This in itself tends to encourage criminals to persist in their 
course, to irritate the good law abiding element and dis­ 
courage officers whose duty it is to enforce the law and to 
bring the law itself into contempt. 
We stand squarely for the enforcement of all laws but 
we disagree with the governor’s idea of attaining this end. 
It is costing the already burdened tax payers thousands of 
dollars every day and accomplishing no more than a general 
tightening of the civil law might do. Military rule was intend­ 
ed to be applied to a situation only as a matter of last'resort. 
However, it is imperative that all citizens keep their 
heads. A hasty or ill advised action might result in terrible 
consequences. Eventually the situation will work itself to a 
satisfactory conclusion, hence all classes, irrespective of how 
their sympathies lie, should be forbearing and await further 
developments. All the excitement that could be created would 
not add a pound to the food resources of the state nor a brick 
to the wall of a new factory.
